Mr Darwin's views on the origin 
of species’ wero the subject of Professor 
Hurley'a lectures 10 the working: man in 
1862, which have been pablishod uodor 
tho, title of loctures ‘Oa onr Knowledge 
of the Causes of tha Phenomena of 
Orgavio Nature.’ He aleo delivered 
lectures’ on tho ‘ Elements of Comparative 
Anatomy,’ and on the ‘Classification of 
Animals. and the Vertebrate Skull.” Ia 
1862, in cohéequenco.of the absence of the 
President, it devolved upon Mr Huxley, 
who was then one of the secretarics of the 
Geological Society, to deliver the annual 
address to the Goological Society, and 
as President of Section D at the meoting 
of the British Association at Cumbridgo, 
ho gave an address on the ‘Condition 
and Prospects of Biological Svioncc.’ 
Ho was elected Professor vf Comparative 
Anatomy to the Royal College of Surgeons 
in 1863, and held. that office for seven 
yore, He became President of the Geo. 
logical und_thy, Ethaologicul Sodiotios in 
1969 end 1870, and presided over tho 
mecting of the British Asscciation held 
at Liverpoolin 1570, Professor Huxley’s 
name came prominently before the general 
'publio in connection with the London 
School Board, to which he wae alooted in 
1870, He took a very active part in the 
deliberations of that body, having ren- 
dored bimaclf partioularly conspisnoua 
by his opposition to denominationsl 
taachiog, and by his. tierce denunciation 
in 1871 of the doctrines of the Roman 
Catbolio Church, Professor Haxloy waa 
compelled by ill beulth to retire from the 
Board in Jav., 1872, He was aleated Lord 
Rector of Aberdeen University for thraa 
years Dec. 14, 1872, and installed Fob.
